AFTERNOON DAILY APOGEVMATINI IN EDITORIAL ENTITLED "YES, 

BUT WHAT ABOUT THE MORAL RESPONSIBILITY?” WROTE: "WE 
HAVE NO IDEA WHO ASSASSINATED ROGER DAVIES IN NICOSIA, 

THE PERSON MAY NOT BE EASILY FOUND, BUT IT IS NOT

2. JANUARY 23 MORNING DAILIES CONTINUED CRITICISM OF

3. PRO-MAKARIOS ANAGENNISSIS AND ELEFTHEROS LAOS PUT

TO GOC TO SOLVE CRIME, EDITORIALIZED THAT USG IS RESPONSE 
BLE FOR DAVIES' DEATH AND EXPRESSED DISSATISFACTION WITH 
U.S. INVESTIGATIONS INTO RESPONSIBILITY FOR TURKISH
